In the very improbable event of n 
German victory she would be all 
but devoured by that aggressive 
neighbor in pay for "services ren- 
dered." On I lie other hand, a com- 
plete entente victory will mean that 
she will be almost totally dismem- 
bered and her ill-gotten territory 

restored to the diff e re nt people- 

from whom she wrested it. The 
way of the transgressor is. hard, 
for nations as well as for indivi- 
duals.

erroneous application. 

First we mast realixe, which many 
of onr malcontents have not, that 
there can b e no such thing as abso- 
lute free speech. Theories nnd hon- 
est viewR as to the expediency or 
justice of proposed laws are per- 
fectly proper BEFORE the enact- 
ment of such laws. The undisputed 
right of the majority to rule im- 
poses upon the minority, after ite 
enaetmen, the duty of absolute obe- 
dience. Any other view of the mat- 
ter tends to the destruction of the 
very fabric of free government. 

this view of the eitizens' duty to 
government has always been liber- 
ally construed, and much really 
treasonable criticism has been pass- 
ed over and condoned. From this 
leniency ther,. has arisen in the 
minds of many unthinking persons 
an idea that the right to exjaess 
oneV thoughts, no matter how trea- 
sonable those thoughts mny be, is 
one of th« inalienable rights of 
free men. 

A little sober reflection will show 
the fallacy of such reasoning. We 
have laws against murder, nrson, 
rape, and many other crimes. Would 
any dare raise their voice against 
obedience to these lawsT How long 
would such a person remain at 
InrgcT 

But these, you may say, are vi- 
tally necessary. Granted, but we 
will go further. 

Taxes are levied, nnd nil required 
to pay. Have you, the right to coun- 
sel resistence to the tax collector or 
throw obstacles in his way? You 
may not approve of the particular 
'aw under which the taxes are lev- 
ied and collected. You have a per- 
fect right to seek to have thai law 
repealed, but NO right to .seek to 
nullify it. It is the will of the ma- 
jority, and as such must stand un- 
til repealed by a majority. 

While the selective draft law was 
pending in congress every American 
•itizen had a right to raise his voice 
cjainst it if he felt so inclined. But 
AFTER its pas-age NO person ha- 
the right to counsel or practice re- 
-ishnee to it. 

The rule is absolute. Its enforce- 
•ncnt has not always been strict: 
but this, as we have stated, was due 
to undue leniency when the urge of 

ftnblie safety did not demand strict 
measures. Now, however, public 
safety DEMANDS IMPLICIT Qfe£ 
D1ENCE to the laws of the land, 
md every loyal citizen will throw 
the whole weight of his influence in 
the scale on the side of law and 
paUte security. 

To do otherwise is to betray the 
government that harbors and pro- 
tects you.

This is peculiarly a modern prac- 
tice. Our forefathers carried ot 
hauled home their purchases. We 
under the spur of necessity, cat 
,.nd should do likewise. 

There are two angles to the pro- 
posed reform that should appeal ti 
the puUic. First, the direct saving 
to the pureha*er. This, in the ag- 
gregate, i* bound to be enormous, 
a* the expense id' delivery through- 
out the country has grown to huge 
proportions. Second, the releasing 
for other and more needed service 
the immense capital and equipment 
now tied up in the special delivery 
of ii:ercha!idi*e. Thousands upon 
thousands of horses, wagons, autos, 
truck* — to say nothing of the men 
nid boys— ar,. now engaged in this 
work, which is to a large extent en- 
tirely superfluous. There is a vital 
nccil in other channels for all of 
this force, and it should be released 
Mid made available where it is *o 
badly needed. 

Among the economic reforms 
none is more important. Gel the

by it, and the country at large will 
be the greatest gainer of all, us it 
will eliminate one of the most waste- 
ful of all practtcos.
